The test will consist of CW (!) and voice ID's, 
and discussion. At some time during the test, a 1K 
tone will be sent for one minute. 

WHDH operates with 50,000 watts on 850 kHz 
with studios at 441 Stuart Street, Boston, MA 
02116. Our transmitters are just west of the city 
in Newton, Mass. 

WHDH regularly receives reception reports 
from Europe and North America. We encourage 
reception reports and offer a WHDH QSL card. 
Reports must include some details of program 
content. We also encourage an SASE or return 
postage be included.

Amateur radio operator Frederick K. Stark (KA2YLZ) of West Taghkanic, 
New York, was fined $1,000 for operating a pirate radio station. After 
receiving a complaint from the NY State Broadcasters Association, staff from 
the FCC's New York City Office, using mobile radio direction-finding 
equipment, located the illegal radio station at Stark's residence. 


The unauthorized station, using the call sign WNYS, had been causing 
interference to the reception of a licensed station, WINS-AM, on 1010 kHz in 
New York City. 


The FCC's Field Operations Bureau, in a coordinated effort with its monitoring 
network and engineers from the Philadelphia office, shut-down an unlicensed 
Pennsylvania pirate broadcast station on February 1, 1990. Gary Mathews of 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, was fined $1000 for illegally operating on 1620 kHz. 
Mathews used various program formats including music and talk. He identified 
the station by the call sign WKND, which is assigned to an AM radio station 
in Windsor, Connecticut. Mathews had previously been observed broadcasting on

Harry J. Hayes - 9 Henry St. - Wilkes-Barre, PA 
18702 - Three straight days of 80-degree temperatures 
in March, early March, I might add, is something I can 
never remember happening in this part of the country. 
We set new temperature records four days in a row. 
I'm trying not to let the hot weather dampen my AM 
DX spirit. Actually, conditions are not half bad and 
April usually proves to be a productive month for me. 
Going back earlier in the year, this February proved to 
beone of the best Ican remember. Usually that month 
is dominated by really dull conditions. Some high- 
lights from late January-February: 1-28: WMCL-1060 
McLeansboro, IL in at 1756 with farm co-op store ad 
for a new one, though with KYW to contend with. 2- 
10: Highlight was 1700 reception of WBBR-1580 Trav- 
elers Rest, SC which I had previously logged down in 
Baltimore but never here; then at 1951 WWGS-1430 
Tifton GA was present on the channel all along with 
CHR format. A really unexpected and pleasant sur- 
prise. 2-17 was a most unusual sunset skip session. Cx 
were really enhanced over toward Michigan and also 
toward KY and TN. At 1807 WTVB-1590 Coldwater 
MI showed up with CHR format for another addition 
to my 1590 log. At 1924 I noted never-before heard 
WYSH-1380 Clinton, TN in with mix of rock and c&w 
mx. This was present most of the evening. Under and 
at times over the usual London, ON on 1290 was a 
station with BKB. This turned out to be unneeded 
WKLB Manchester, KY.

Hugh Montgomery, JR - 2797 Kinnett Road - Be- 
thel, OH 45106 - I am 32 years old and have been 
DX'ing in one form or another since the late sixties, 
and currently reside on a mini-farm (21 acres) 35 miles 
east of downtown Cincinnati, OH. I grew up in 
Europe: Germany, Italy, France, Austria, Greece, and 
the USSR. Spent 10 years in Rome, Italy. My father 
worked for the U. S. Department of State. My first 
radio was an old Zenith Trans-Oceanic that I used to 
listen to my then-budding love: baseball. Some 
shortwave; in fact, I do recall listening to an opening- 
day game on the Voice of America way back when.

I got older, I obtained a new Zenith Trans-Oceanic. 
Now, it was AFRTS on shortwave, and AFN Munich 
and Frankfort on medium wave.

Joseph Johnson- 3119 Gibbons St. - Savannah, 
GA 31404-4910 - Hi-ho again everyone! Another 
Muse by yours truly from the hostess city of theSouth! 
This time I have a Muse predicting the future of 
formats the local AM’ers here in Savannah will have. 
Here goes: WBMQ-AM 630: Slowly becoming a 
talker. Even though this station has an oldies format, 
it's facing stiff competition from two stations with 
similar oldies formats on FM. For five years, WBMQ- 
AM plays its oldies using a lousy automation system 
that often makes errors in its programming, as some- 
times it "forgets" an hourly newscast from CBS or 
instead of airing Rush Limbaugh, it's Paul Harvey 
(which is carried on another local station). This station 
also has Talknet and sporting events. Face it, this 
station will become another WLS by 1991. WEAS-AM 
900: Having a country format in the early '70's, a 
Christian format from the late '70's to the late '80's and 
an on-and-off urban oldies format, and now a partial 
simulcast of its FM sister, E-93. A good format for this 
station woulkd be motivation to its black listeners. 
Afterall,amindisa terrible thing to waste on with rap. 
WSOK-AM 1230: Once a popular R&B station, itnow 
plays a variety of traditional and contemporary gos- 
pel music daily. Noneed for change here. WCHY-AM 
1290: Another station that's wasting its frequency si- 
mulcasting country music from its FM sister. An ex- 
cellent format for this station would be all-news, since 
it does havea so-called “Information Center" they use 
for local news coverage. WSGA-AM 1400: Once a 
Top-40 radio station with the highest ratings, today 
"The Rocking 140" is now" The Music of Your Life” 
playing nostalgic tuens from the bird of SMN. A 
business-news format would fit this station well, since 
they give stock market reports every half-hour. WIZA- 
AM 1450: Ex-WBYG, WOQT, WOCN, WWAM, WSAI. 
This station had every call letter and format known to 
me: country (1970-1982. and 1986-1987), all-news (1982- 
1984), news-talk (1984-86), urban oldies (1987-1988), 
and now another all-Christian station. I can't predict 
what this AM station will be next. WNMT-AM 1520: 
This AM station begins its 22nd year broadcasting 
from a small building in the woods off Highway 80 
near Garden City (their location used to be Highway 
80 on the dundee) (?? -pls). This station still has its 
original announcer (named "Chris") since 1968. The 
other announcer (named "Patricia") takes his place 
during lunch. The station has a country-western 
format along with a mixed bag of public-interest 
programs from "For the People" to the locally-pro- 
duced "Holsun Sunbeam Sunday Show with Patricia" 
(Sundays, of course). An excellent format for this 
station is Variety. Perfect for a small-town station like 


this. Well, there you haveit. My predictions of future 
formats for local stations herein Savannah. Nowa few 
station news. WHHR-AM 1130 did change its format 
as I mentioned in my first Musing. But prefers to call 
itself a "Visitor's Information Station” instead of a TIS. 
WEAS-AM 900’s transmitter signal is so weak it has 
some listeners thinking the batteries in their receivers 
are weak. I called the station to complain about this 
but the person acted ignorant, saying they don't know 
much aboutit. Last week, while tuning the dial onmy 
Realistic Patrolman 60,I came across WVGB-AM 1490 
in Beaufort, SC, another all-day gospel station. (TV 
and FM deleted: no room -pls) (Second Musing) One 
of my predictions is about to come true! By the time 
this Musing is printed, WBMQ-AM 630 will become a 
talker earlier than [expected! Details as I write this are 
still little, so I'll have more about this change in the 
next Musing. [hope my predictions for the other three 
AM’ers (WEAS, WCHY, and WSGA) come true also. 
WEAS-AM 900 finally cleared up its signal. WBMQ is 
one fine example of why many of us here in the 
Savannah area need to be more informed.

Gene Martin - 3303 East Evans Avenue - Denver, 
CO 80210~- In my Musing dealing mainly with WLW 
history in DX News, Feb. 19, I also mentioned W9XF, 
Downers Grove, IL, and now I need to correct what I 
said about it. It was not 1929, when I first logged 
WO9XF, but on March 27, 1928. The notation in my 
logbook reads, "W9XF, Downers Grove, IL. 288.3 
meters, 1040 kce., 50,000 watts. 4:06 am. The new 
transmitter of WENR-WBCN". WBCN of that day 
soon merged into WENRand passed into that realm of 
gone and forgotten radio stations. Major frequency 
reallocations went into effect on Nov. 11, 1928, and 
WENR was shifted from 1040 to 870 and assigned to 
divide time with a 5 kW WLS. I don't know exactly 
how long that setup lasted, but, three years later, the 
October 1931 Radex shows both stations using 50,000 
watts, undoubtedly sharing the same transmitter. 
Radex says WENR was owned by the National Broad- 
casting Co. and WLS by the Agricultural Broadcast- 
ing Co. These call letters, WLS, have their own mean- 
ing, “World's Largest Store", a reference to Sears, 
Roebuck and Co., the founder of WLS in the early 
1920's. That word, “agricultural” in the name of the 
1931 owner of WLS, also deserves comment inasmuch 
as the station always had in these years a strong 
identity as a farm station. Its program fare was aimed 
atthe Midwest farmer, featuring lots of country music. 
The country flavor in WLS programming hung on for 


more than 30 years, and you can say the younger 
generation from 1930 and all through the 1950's would 
not have been caught dead listening to WLS. Tinclude 
this bit of radio history for the benefit of present-day 
listeners whose first memory is as the big Chicago 
fortress of rock'n'roll. I gave up active DX'ing in 1932, 
to pick it up again in 1962, so I have no recollection as 
to how long WENR and WLS retained their separate 
identities, but eventually WENR dropped from the 
scene, leaving WLS as the survivor. Issues of Radex 
across the middle 1930's would throw light on this 
matter. Does any other oldtime DX'er have such 
issues from 40 and 50 years ago? Radex was aCleve- 
land publication, and let me suggest the Cleveland 
public library as a likely place to locate every issue of 
Radio Index, its full name, ever published. As to how 
many years the realm of country music existed on 
WLS, I have a personal recollection of a conversation 
with Jack Fitzpatrick, longtime newscaster on Denver 
stations. That came on a visit to Denver in 1962, and 
Jack was expressing horror about the awful stuff he 
had recently heard on WLS, his reaction to the arrival 
of rock 'n' roll. Nowadays, of course, WLS has aban- 
doned rock and become an all-talk station, a format 
change that warrants a couple of comments: the rock 
‘n' roll years on WLS failed to endure as long as the 
years of country music, and nothing in this world can 
be absolutely relied on except change.

Handk Holbrook - 407 Arundel Road - Fair Ha-~ 
ven Cliffs - Dunkirk, MD 29754 - FLASH FLASH 
FLASH: BCB TOTALS QSL SOAR IN A FEW SEC- 
ONDS WITHOUT TOUCHING THE DIALS!!! BCB 
totals have just jumped here as we have opened our 
BCB band totals to cover stations from 1605 to 1700 
kHz to accomodate BCB expansion!!! 29 stations pre- 
viously listed as SW have been transferred to BCB. 
Our South American totals have increased from 94 to 
102 stations. Columbia picing up 7 beacon stations 
showing a new total of 37 stations QSL'ed. Beacons 
"CTG"-1610, "EPO"-1608, "MDE"-1690, "CUC"-1655, 
"ULQ"-1675, "PPN"-1635, "UIB"-1650, all QSL'ed be- 
tween '75 and '66 now on BCB. The first California 
stations added in over 25 years bring the California 
station total to 68. Added were police stations KMA- 
539 San Leandro, 1658 kHz, 1 kW, and KMA-338 
Bakersfield, 1698 kHz, 1 kW, both QSL'ed for recep- 
tion in March of 1960. Other police stations increase 
the total for New Hampshire to 8 stations with the 
addition of KCA-999 at Concord, logged 3-20-60. 
Florida totals now stand at 91 with the addition of 
AT&T station WIA-31 Miami from 11-13-61. West 
German totals jump to 27 with the addition of DHJ-58 
Flensburg Naval station on 1671 kHz. Guatemala 
adds two with beacons "RAB" Rabinal-1613 kHz.when 
50 watts 2-57 and "FLS" Flores-1698 from the '70's. 
Guatemala now sports 9 OSL'ed stations. Costa Rica 
now has 23 statiosn with the shift of TIKX-1625 and 
TIPM-1670 beacons. Nicaragua now sports 8 stations 
QSL'ed with the addition of beacon "PZA"-1662 kHz 
from 3-5-60. The leading state Pennsylvania adds TIS 
stations KID-774 Gettysburg and KID-737 Cresson, 
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both 1610 kHz 10 watts tobring the total to 177 stations 
QSL'ed. Ohio now has 71 stations with the addition of 
2-watter TIS WXT-613 on 1610 kHz. My home state of 
Maryland adds two stations, Matapeak-1610 (off the 
airsince 1980) and KNJX-865 Salisbury, MD, Highway 
Adm. 1620 kHz, so MD now has 78 stations QSL'ed. 
Virginia adds 1 to bring the total to 150 stations (2nd 
leading state) with the addition of TIS at Chincoteague 
on 1610 kHz, 8 watts. North Carolina is right behind 
with 149 stations QSL'ed with the addition of WGW- 
849 at Raleigh-Durham Airport on 1610 kHz. Vene- 
zuela picks up sub-harmonic verie from 2-10-64 with 
the addition of YVQI Barcelona on 1629 kHz to give 
Venezuela 19 stations. Pirates on 1620 kHz add to the 
BCB totals with QSL's from NY radio WJDI, R. NY 
INtl. aboard M/V Sarah; and WDxX Pirate Radio 1620 
from 1985. So MW totals (535 to 1700 kHz) now stand 
at 2798 stations in 103 coutries. I've been a member of 
the NRC since 1947 and it's been a long time since I've 
reported to "Musings". If I can think of another brain 
storm I'll report again!!! 73.

At night, conditions 
were also good, butof course there were more interfer- 
ing stations. Several U. S. stations were regulars, even 
though the closest ones were over a thousand miles 
away. They included KHEY-690 El Paso, KTRH-740 
Houston, KKOB-770 Albuquerque, WBAP-820 Ft. 
Worth, KIKN-840 Pharr, KCKN-1020 Roswell, KRLD- 
1080 Dallas, KWKH-1130 Shreveport, and WWL-870 
New Orleans. Then I discovered that many Mexican 
stations apparently still sign off at midnight Sunday 
night, and new U. S. stations came through clearly. 
They included KLVI-560 Port Arthur (ID'ing as KYKR 
FM-93), KILT-610 Houston, KFI-640 Los Angeles, 
KNBR-680 San Francisco, KOMA-1520 Okla. City, 
KSL-1160 Salt Lake City, KDRY-1100 Alamo Heights, 
KVOZ-890 Laredo, KVOO-1170, Tulsa, WOAI-1200 
San Antonio, and many others not ID'ed. When not 
DX ing, I kept tuned to XEJB-630, the only AM classi- 
cal music station on the dial. It also simulcasts on FM. 
I discovered that Ajijic is not quite your typical small 
Mexican village, as it has quite a number of American 
retirees there and in the neighboring city of Chapala 
seven miles away. It's amile high, 150 miles from the 
Pacific, and wasin thesunny eighties every day except 
one rainy one. I did a lot of walking and feel I know 
every inch of the town and the surrounding hills. 
Because of the American influence there are a number 


of good restaurants in town along with some interest- 
ing shops. It really does seem strange, though, going 
toabank and walking out with over a million “dollars” 
atonetime. WishI could do that here! They cash your 
travelers cheques in 50,000 peso notes (less than a 
twenty-dollar bill), and the exchange rate went up .6% 
in the two weeks there. It's a good place to go on a 
limited budget. Till next time.

07011 - Sorry I was misinformed about the "30-line 
limit"; I guess it was from reading a lot of back issues 
of DX News... hi! The only AM DX news is probably 
well-covered by everyone else, the change of fre 
quency of WNYC to 820. Yes, they are stronger here, 
too. I did hear that WNYC will move their towers to 
the meadowlands, or did they already? By the way, 
where the heck are the towers, anyway? I'd like to see 
the NRC come up with a publication that lists where 
the towers are of AM stations. Does such a listing 
exist? Curious. (FM DX deleted -pls) Paul Mount 
mentioned a while back that WJDM-1530 supposedly 
will go to 10,000 watts AN. I heard the rumor, too. I 
just wonder how WJDM will do it. If WNYC had to 
switch frequency because of WCCO objections, then 
how will WCKY tolerate WJDM going AN at 10,000 
watts? (A very directional pattern, Bill-pls) Driving 
down the NJ Parkway at night I noticed WCKY at 
night blasting away where WJDM reportedly xmts 
from during the day. The only way 1 could see WJDM 
going AN at 10 kW is if they go to the new 1610-1700 
kHz band. But still more problems here for them and 
other stations going on the extended band. First of all, 
what will people be able to listen on? Practically every 
radio goes to 1620 at the most (at least, consumer 
radios do). Are the stalions going Lo give away radios 
that tune to 1700 to the listeners? Or will we have to 
pay out of our own pockets to get our regular car 
radios or portable modified to pick up the rest of the 
Am band? And what for? Still more news, talk, 
motivational formats to listen to? I hate to sound so 
negative about the expanding AM band. But hope- 
fully it all will work out ...somehow. Would this make 
99% of all AM radios on the consumer market obso- 
lete? (Only 6% -pls) Would the average person go to 
all the trouble to take out their car radios, send them 
out to be modified to 1700 kHz and have them rein- 
stalled at a cost of over $50? Would stations that are 
broadcasting on the regular band (mainly the daytim- 
ers wanting to get on the new band) simulcast on the 
new band while still being on theregular band? Would 
advertisers find it worthwhile to advertise on 1610- 
1700 kHz stations when there are few radios that tune 
that far? Only the future knows ... hi! (Istill say that 
some of the frequencies in the upper band should be 
turned over to local, low-power community broad- 
casters initially. Speaking of interference, you should 
hear WBT-1110 kick KFAB around here! -pls) 


Karl Jeter - 2115 Scarbrough Rd. - Stone Moun- 
tain, GA 30088 - The biggest DX-related news for me 
lately is reaching the 1,400 plateau in veries, when a 
letter from WGCR-720 Brevard, NC arrived on 2-15. 
The total count now is up to 1400. Winter seems to 
have pretty much bypassed us this year, with only a 
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week or so of cold weather in Dec. followed by record 
warm.in Jan. and Feb. This included some spring-like 
severe weather that on 2-10 knocked a couple of semi- 
locals off the air. Both WZAL-1410 McDonough and 
WGFS-1430 Covington were gone around midday 
due to the storm, but the former was back on by 2 pm. 
I finally had some success with the DX tests, when 
WRSW-1480 was heard fairly well on 2-4 and the 
WLUS-980 test made it in on 2-18. I was surprised at 
how poorly WLUS was coming in, with only the code 
ID['s making it in. Although I missed the WCIL-1020 
test, I was pleasantly surprised to hear them anyway 
on regular schedule on 2-8 just before their 6:30 pm 
EST s/off. Going back to the WRSW test, that session 
also yielded another new log after that test was over, 
when wTLO-480 Somerset, KY was logged at their 6 
am s/on. I have been spending some time parked on 
the so-called clear channels trying for signals under 
the dominant stations with some interesting results. 
The best had to be on 890 on 2-18, when I head some 
SS music and talk, but as I listened, I noted the SS talk 
was interlaced with some EE; so I stayed with it, and 
was very surprised to hear a clear EE ID: "KVOZ, 
Laredo, TX" around 7:30 pm. There were also some EE 
spots and promso in between the SS music ... nice to 
have a 1,000-mile distant logging at sunset these days! 
Also heard on the morning of 2-22 was WIEZ-670 
Lewisville, PA around 7:30 am with “Oldies 670" 
slogan; this with WMAQ nulled. The one other log- 
ging of note was 2-24's WOAY-860 in Oak Hill, WV 
heard just before local WAEC's late 7:35 am s/on. Ican 
indeed confirm that WMXY-720 Hogansvill,e GA is 
only operating on Sundays, with black gospel pro- 
gramming ... very unusual schedule, and the afore- 
mentioned WGCR is generally audible during the 
week in WMXY's absence. And now, a few ran-dumb 
comments on the current non-issue ... I personally 
prefer the corrent formats of the columns, and I find it 
much easier to peruse loggings in the form of DDXD 
as opposed to the narrative form of Musings. As you 
can see, I did review my recent DX in this Muse, 
however, not in as much detail as idn the same log- 
gings ent to DDXD. I think DPaul's suggestion of a 
further regional breakdown of DDXD is owrth some 
study, because I generally check the list of contribu- 
tors first and then check any loggings of ‘other SE 
DxX’ers first, as these are the ones that ocncern me 
most. Imightbe nice to have, say,an SE DDXD, as well 
as other regional columns.

This is almost 
getting to bea habit, hi. And this time, I can even say 
that I've DX'ed some. That's the good news. The bad 
news is that my location leaves a lot to be desired. I've 
got severe overload (read that "mixing spurs"), even 
with a loop from various combinations of my closest, 
most powerful locals (WNAP-1110 at about 3 miles, 
KYW-1060 at about 6, and WZZD-990 at about 6). 
KYWeven produces some which I can't pin down why 
they're there at all. I've also got anew noise, which is 
external, and is an electrical buzz, which may come 
from a neighbor's halogen lamp over his driveway - 
even the loop doesn't kill it. I've spent two Saturdays 
and one Sunday afternoon listening thus far, trying to 
get my older son (12 years old) into the hobby, plus a 
few sunrise and sunset sessions in the car going to a 
ride from my pickup site for work. A few surprises - 
WFTK-1030 topped the frequency at both sunrise and 
sunset for much of February; WAGE-1200 atop all else 
on the frequency all day; no sign of WPCN-960; no 
sign of WJSA-1600; WGST-640 even with WNNZ all 
day; and suchlike.

I'd appre- 
ciate any help on pinpointing the following: Can- 
onsburg, KY; Green Valley, WV, Mint Hill, NC; or 
Homeland Park, SC. (They're not listed by H. M. 
GoushA, either, hi -pls) As things happen, I'll try to 
continue to report.

Peter Clarius - 1583 Castleton Ave. - Staten Is- 
land, NY 10302-1312 - My log is now up to 2089 with 
theaddition of WGET/WHHO/WCNN/WWMOand 
WIVK. Last Wednesday morning March 21 I was 
interviewed on WBAP via a telephone clal with Bill 
Mack, known as the "Midnight Cowboy”. Now to 
bring radio on Staten Island up to date, for the first 
time since 1924 there isno AM on S.1. WBBR left the 
airwaves in 1957 when they sold out to the owners of 
WPOP, Hartford, CT which was Telecommunications 
and it became WPOW. They kept it for about a year 
but the schedule was so few hours that it was a 
financial disaster. Towards the end of 1958 it was sold 
to the De Camp family and it became a religious 
station again (it had been one under the Watchtower 
Bible Society from 1924-1957). WPOW shared with 
WEVD who was also in a bad way money-wise, and 
their transmitter was always breaking down, so they 
junked it and leased WPOW's when it was WEVD's 
time to operate. Eventually WEVD was sold to Salem 
Media and became WNYM from new studios at 7 
Smyrna ave. on S. I. about a half-mile from 1111 
Woodrow Road, the location of the old WBBR and 


later WPOW. This meant there were two religious 
stations on S. L. sharing time. WNYM took so many 
sponsors away from WPOW that they finally sold out 
to WNYM in 1981, and when this happened every- 
thing moved back to 1111 Woodrow Road in the 
original WBBR complex. Salem Media had its eye on 
WMCA-570 and sold WNYM on 1330in the beginning 
of 1989 to something called Radio Visionana, a His- 
panic outfit. They had to lease the towers and studio 
property from Salem Media, which eventually sold 
everything (20 acres) of property to a developer and 
the towers came down as well as the studio building. 
The call letters were changed to WWRV and a new 
transmitter and towers are up in the Meadowland 
Swamps. They announce as "New York" on the hour 
but Paterson, NJ is mentioned a lot, so evidently that's 
where they are now.

483-2230 after 2130 CLT - Greetings from Iowa, where 
if you don't like the weather today, wait ‘til tomorrow 
- it's] change! After record-setting highs swarmed 
over the midlands on 3-12, we got our first dose of 
severe weather the next day as tornadoes and severe 
storms galore rampaged across Nebraska, Iowa, 
Kansas, and Missouri.

One of the questions 
Thave for any NRC oldtimers or history buffs is what 
happened to WJWC (was WHIP-1520 prior to 7-20-42) 
in Hammond Chicago? All listings and mention of 
the station stop on 4-7-43; no one else ever used 1520 
in the Chicayo area after that! Other question are: Did 
WLSand WIENER mergean 4-10-54? When did WAAF- 
950 change to WGRT and WJPC? WGES-1390 to 
WYNR to WNUS to WVON to WGCI on what dates? 
Also, when idl WHIEC-1450 change to WVON then lo 
WFMT to WXOL. to WVON? And finally, WAIT-820 
changed to WC’ZE and then to WXEZ on what dates? 
I can't locate the exact dates in newspaper or Broad- 
casting Yearlwoks (the dates in Broadcasting always 
seem to be wrong). [would enjoy hearing from any 
NRC member who night have this information or 
anything Uncy have on these stations. Also, if anyone 
wants any infortalion about any radio stations back 
in the '20's-'30's-'40's-'50's, just let me know and I will 
see what I can find on them.

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Wayne McRae - 103 Donegal Bay - Winnipeg, 
MB, and Shawn Axelrod - 30 Becontree Bay - Win- 
nipeg, MB R2N 2X9 - Well, as the DX season winds 
down I though I would send ina short note describing 
the latest DXpedition Wayne McRae and I undertook 
to Arnes, MB, where Wayne has a trailer. We had a 
brief one-day DXpedition in Feb., but at -25 degrees C 
it was a bit chilly. We used the stove and 2 propane 
heaters to keep the trailer wam enough so that the R- 
70's would work. We sat in our parkas and sleeping 
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bags to 1X all night. The antenna we used was a 1,200- 
foot longwire that we strung out along the road and 
out about 400 feet onto frozen Lake Winnipeg. I bet 
you USA DX'ers don't get a good chance to put out 
antennas on [rozen lakes at temps around -25 witha 
stiff wind blowing, do you? (And we hope weNEVER 
get the chance, hi -pls) Anyway, it was worthwhile 
and the loggings have been in the columns. We did get 
our very first TA with Norway on 1314. In fact, we 
liked itso much that we went out again in mid-March. 
We put out three antennas this go-around. One was 
1200 West, one 1800 feet east on frozen Lake Winnipeg, 
and one across the road going north 600 fect. The first 
night was a disaster, with only one or lwo new ones 
heard. The next night started off mutch beer. Then 
the snowplow showed up. The wire was allached to 
my coax antnna switch, and il all of a sudden went 
flying off the taple and my R-70) started to move. The 
switch lodged itself on the window we uscd Lo bring 
in the wire just before the K-70 fell off the table. The 
wire must have broken al the window, and it was not 
until the next day that we found some pieces of the 
600-footer lying in the snow. Never did find all 600 
feet. Fortunately the snow plow never touched the 
other two antennas that were in the ditch so we could 
continue DX'ing. And DX we did. With the temps in 
the trailer at 65 to 75 degrees F, we were in just our 
civvies, no parkas or sleeping bags this time. Temps 
outside were a warm -10 degrees C or plus 15 F. (I've 
devoted my life to trying to prove that Dx 'er's really 
aren't crazy people. Then, YOU two come along, hi! - 
pls) That night was great for DX with 18 new ones for 
me and over 30 new ones for Wayne. All of them were 
from QU, ON, AB, BC, MT, WA, WY. There was no 
southern skip at all that night. We had gotten new 
ones in the Caribbean the previous DXpedition using 
the "Lake" wire, so we knew it was possible, Anyway, 
with all of those new ones, my totals went to 1170, and 
Waync is well on his way to 800 heard from Winnipeg 
and Arnes (It is about 50 air miles from Winnipeg to 
the North). Well, that is all from here. Just thought 
you injight like tohear how we Canucks DX up herein 
the winter. Besides, I cannot remember any DXpedi- 
tion that lost an antenna to a snow plow, cananybody 
else? Hey, maybe others can write in and let us know 
about their unusual DX experiences. Could be fun. 73 
and a great summer to all of you from Wayne and me 
up here in the Great White North.
